It was a year in Albertan pol¬ 
itics where unlikely symbols 
assumed new political and so¬ 
cial meanings. A can of Orange 
Crush soda, for instance, or a 
tangerine tidal wave, and slo¬ 
gans like “Orange is the New 
Blue. “ 

On May 5, like it, or loathe 
it, orange changed everything 


as the NDP, led by Rachel Not- 
ley, won majority government 
for the first time in Alberta’s 
history. 

As the orange wave grew in 
size and strength, NDP sup¬ 
porters and opponents couldn’t 
believe what the polls were 
showing. 

“People didn’t expect an NDP 
majority,” says Ricardo Acuna, 
executive director of the Park¬ 
land Institute. “After 44 years 
of Conservative rule in Alberta, 
people had become fatalistic in 
thinking we might get a lar¬ 
ger or smaller opposition, but 
we’d never have a change in 
government.”

voted for the first time in his 
life and stuffed envelopes for 
(Rachel’s dad) Grant Notley’s 
campaign. That was the year 
Peter Lougheed took the throne. 

“Since 1971, I’ve voted prov¬ 
incially in 1975, 1979, 1982, 
1986, 1989, 1993, 1997, 2001, 
2004 and 2008,” says Jackson. 
“In 2015, I (finally) voted for 
a winning candidate and new 
government.” 

Edmonton was at the epicen¬ 
ter of the orange wave. Every 
riding in the area turned from 
blue, or red to orange. 

Even unlikely places where 
non-PC candidates had long 
held the helm, including the 
Liberal’s Laurie Blakeman in 
Edmonton-Centre, were swept 
away. 

NDP supporters filled the 
Westin Hotel’s reception room 
and celebrated until wee 
hours of the morning. 
Bewildered oppon¬ 
ents wondered on 
Twitter, “Has hell 
frozeth over?” 
and the following 
morning, fat snow¬ 
flakes fell from the 
sky and covered Ed¬ 
monton’s streets. 
Extremists an¬ 
nounced the world was

coming to an end. 

But moving into 2016, the 
province is still standing under 
NDP leadership. They’ve put for¬ 
ward and passed new policies 
— for better, or for worse — on 
climate change, farmworkers 
and health care. 


Stunned by the wave, Al¬ 
berta’s opposition parties are 
starting to pick up steam again. 
They saw an opening in Bill 6, 
the NDP’s controversial legis¬ 
lation on farm worker protec¬ 
tions, and are building capacity 
again. 


It’s a good thing, says Acuna. 

“Having no opposition isn’t 
healthy — we know that after 
the past 44 years,” he says. 

“There’s more of a consoli¬ 
dated opposition now, which 
will make for a healthier debate 
and dialogue in the province.”

The iconic red door of The 
Artery, one of the most treas¬ 
ured live music venues in Ed¬ 
monton, ought to be branded 
in our city’s living memory. 

For nearly a decade, the 
red door welcomed Edmon¬ 
tonians into a unique space 
to interact with a commun¬ 
ity of artists, musicians, and 
movers and shakers. 

In February 2015, The Ar¬ 
tery was given notice of evic¬ 
tion. The city of Edmonton 
insisted the building was de¬ 
crepit, a hazard, and also in 
the way of the future Val¬ 
ley Line LRT line. Philip Muz, 
Artery owner, was given a 
month to abandon the arts 
hub. A few months later, the 
old red door was painted a 
uniform blue, the space con¬ 
verted into storage. 

“The Artery defined Edmon¬ 
ton,” says Drew McIntosh, 
organizer of Solidarity Rock, 
a music non-profit organiza¬ 
tion in Edmonton that was 
born out of The Artery. “It 
was an incubator for allowing

interesting ideas to flourish. 
It was a big loss to the city.”

tery’s death they didn’t real¬ 
ize it would be the first of 
many to follow. The year 2015 
marked the closing of five 
live music venues in the 
city, including Wunder- 
bar and Pawnshop, 
whose owners cited 
the challenge of 
selling enough 
tickets to cover 
rent, pay musi¬ 
cians and turn a 
profit. 

“It’s getting 
harder and harder 
to be a musician, or 


run a music venue in Edmon¬ 
ton these days,” says Thom 
Bennett, a professional drum¬ 
mer who’s played in the city 
for over a decade. 

In a rallying effort, Ben¬ 
nett drummed up Edmonton’s 
Live Music (ELM) Initiative. 
ELM is lobbying the city and 
province for improved zon¬ 
ing and licensing laws, which 
would make it more profit¬ 
able for live music venues in 
Edmonton. 

On Dec. 7, Bennett and 
David Shepherd, MLA for Ed- 
monton-Centre, introduced 


a motion to Legislature that 
would allow venues to serve 
alcohol until 3 a.m., mean¬ 
ing an additional hour of in¬ 
come for venues. Bennett was 
thrilled with the outcome 
— the motion was approved. 

It’s a timely win for Edmon¬ 
ton’s live music community 
as the city anticipates the 
opening of new venues, in¬ 
cluding The Chvrch of John 
in the basement of the Grand 
Hotel and The Needle in the 
old CKUA building on Jasper 
Avenue. Even the Artery is ris¬ 
ing up again like a phoenix 


from the ashes. In early 2016, 
it will reopen as The Aviary, 
an all-ages cafe and music 
venue, on 111th Avenue. 

Will the losses in 2015 
wake up Edmontonians to 
support live music in the city? 
Local musician Nathan Setter- 
lund is cautiously optimistic 
for what’s to come in 2016. 

“It’s a very close-knit com¬ 
munity,” says Setterlund. 
“But it really comes down to 
everybody else. If they want 
it, people need to come out 
to shows and support live 
music.”

The bad news is Edmonton 
is one of the most deforested 
places on the face of the planet, 
says Dustin Bajer, a permacul- 


ture educator at Jasper Place 
High School. 

Over the past 100 years, 
European settlers emptied the 
river valley of forest — the trees 
that stand today are second 
growth and relatively young. 
Even boulevard trees are typ¬ 
ically only 50 to 100 years old. 

People describe Edmonton as 
a ‘Prairie city’ when, historical¬ 
ly, it dwelled on the edge of the 
boreal forest and was covered 
in deciduous forest. But evi¬ 
dence in the city is scarce. To¬ 
day most Edmontonians would 
be surprised to learn there’s 
an old growth forest only five

minute’s away from the city. 

“You grow up in your en¬ 
vironment and get used to 
what’s around you, [and] you 
assume that it’s always been 
this way,” says Bajer. “But I 
want to tiy to push back against 
that kind of thinking. I want 
to dig in my heels.” 

The good news is that Bajer 
not only dug in his heels in 
2015, but he literally dug on 
the slopes of the Edmonton 
river valley, planting native 
trees in an effort to double 
the city’s forest canopy over 
the next 10 years. 

It’s part of Root for Trees, 
a city project to reforest the 
city with native trees. “Our 
goal is to plant 16,000 
trees eveiy year,” says 
Catherine Falk, co¬ 
ordinator. 

On Aug. 14, 
A more than 100 

MB Edmontonians 

™ joined Bajer and 

Root for Trees in 
the MacKinnon rav¬ 
ine to plant more than 
1,600 native perennial

trees and bushes. Shovels broke 
soil to plant varieties like beach 
hazelnut, cranberiy, currents, 
gooseberries and strawberries. 
Ten years from now, the food 
forest will be producing buckets 
of fruit. Thirty years from now, 
Bajer says we won’t be able to 
keep up with the production. 


“We tend to tell ourselves 
that we’re bad for the planet, 
but there’s nothing in our DNA 
that says, if you touch it, you’ll 
break it,” he says. “The food 
forest in the river valley is an 
example that we can be a posi¬ 
tive ecological force.” 

Bajer says the city could be¬ 


come known for planting food 
forests and other creative re¬ 
forestation projects. 

“If we can make interest¬ 
ing ecological and cultural 
spaces in the city, why not? 
This could be an Edmonton 
thing, we could be known for 
our food forests.”

FIRE SET TO LIGHT 
THE WAY FORWARD 


ABORIGINAL ISSUES 

Leaders hope 
reconciliation 
more than a 
'checklist' 

For four days and nights, indigen¬ 
ous fire keepers stoked the coals 
of a sacred fire ht outside city 
hall to commemorate the release 
of the Truth and Reconcihation 
Committee’s report on the legacy 
of residential schools in Canada. 

From May 31 to June 2, the 
fire, organized by Treaty 6 Fed¬ 
eration and the City of Edmon¬ 
ton, served as a vigil for surviv¬ 
ors, along with non-indigenous 


community members, to mourn. 

For many indigenous peoples, 
fire — one of four sacred ele¬ 
ments — plays an important 
role in cleansing spirits and com¬ 
munity healing, said Rob Houle, 
supervisor of the city Aboriginal 
Relations Office. 

“It allowed survivors and 
people experiencing residen¬ 
tial schools for the first time 
to provide offerings to the fire, 
their tears and to deal with this 
traumatic part of Canadian his¬ 
tory,” says Houle. “At all hours of 
the day and night, people came 
to share stories, food and their 
experiences.” 

As the fire burned outside, 
survivors, city officials and elders 
filled city hall to watch a live 


stream of the final reading of 
the TRC report. 

For Miranda Jimmy, an event 
organizer and intergenerational 
survivor, the day was “an emo¬ 
tional blur.” 

Nearing the end of 2015, May¬ 
or Don Iveson and city council 
are already moving forward on 
some of the recommendations. 


They delegated $400,000 toward 
the development of Kihciy Aslc- 
iy, Sacred Earth, an indigenous 
cultural area in Whitemud Park 
for hosting spiritual ceremonies, 
sweat lodges and talking circles. 

Moving forward, Jimmy hopes 
reconciliation signifies more than 
a “TRC checklist” in Edmonton.

FROM PITCHFORKS TO PLACARDS 


It was a miscommunication, 
said Premier Rachel Notley. But 
to Alberta’s thousands of farm 
families, there was no communi¬ 
cation at all. 

People drove from across the 
province to gather en masse in 
protest of Notley’s Bill 6. 

Bill 6 was introduced in the 
fall legislative session, putting 
farm safety front-and-centre 
in Alberta, the only province 
in Canada without such rules. 
It would slap farmers with the 
Workers’ Compensation tab for 
anyone working on their farm, 


including family members, 
neighbours and others looking 
to lend a hand. 

Many farmers rode in on live¬ 
stock from kilometres away, 
armed with placards scrawled 
with “No to Bill 6” or “You’re de¬ 
stroying our generational farm.” 

So, as a reminder of the fight 
Alberta farmers put up, you’ll 
open the time capsule years 
from now and see a horseshoe. 
It will be a reminder of the trac¬ 
tors lining major highways, the 
pigs on leashes and, of course, 
the horses ranchers rode in on, 


each with their own personal 
message to the premier of Al¬ 
berta. 

Ultimately, Notley pushed 
through Bill 6 with her major¬ 


ity government — though, due 
to the uprising, changes were 
made, exempting farm families.

One of the year’s most influential 
moments in Edmonton’s sports 
scene doesn’t belong to who you 
think it does. In July, the stray of 


the first-overall NHL draft pick, 
Connor McDavid, signing with 
the Edmonton Oilers dominated 
the headlines. 

But just because the young 
hockey hotshot might help the 
Oilers “win the game,” doesn’t 
mean he’s going to change the 
game — not the way Christine 
Sinclair is, anyways. 

Christine, who? Don’t know 
who that is? You should. The 
game-changing moment of the 
year in Edmonton belongs to 
Sinclair, captain of Canada’s 
national women’s soccer team.

histoiy at the opening match 
of the FIFA Women’s World 
Cup held at Commonwealth 
Stadium in Edmonton. In the 
final seconds of the game against 
China, the score tied at 0-0, fans 
held their breath the power¬ 
house forward lined up to take 
a penalty kick. 

“I had goosebumps,” recalled 
Lindsay-Anne Freire, Communi¬ 
cations Coordinator at the Al¬ 
berta Soccer Association. Sinclair 
fired under pressure, scored, and 
lit up Commonwealth Stadium 
with thunderous applause. “It 
was one of those ‘moments of 
a lifetime’ for a soccer fan and 
enthusiast, even for sports 
fans,” gushes Freire. 

She was amongst 
53,000 fans in attend¬ 
ance, a sold-out crowd 
that smashed a Can¬ 
adian record for the 
largest crowd gath¬ 
ered to watch a na¬ 
tional sports team — 
and not just women’s 
sport teams, but men’s 
teams. It proved wrong the

words of a Toronto-based writer 
who criticized FIFA’s decision to 
host the opening match in Ed¬ 
monton. “The locals don’t seem 
all that interested,” he wrote. But 
after the month-long tourna¬ 
ment, the city sold $1.35 million 
dollars in tickets to 11 matches, 
attracting 250,000 fans. 

It signifies a growing excite¬ 
ment and support for women’s 
soccer and athletics in Edmon¬ 


ton. “Being able to see the best 
female players in the world right 
here in our city gives girls some¬ 
thing to aspire for,” said Freire. 
She’s anticipating a spike in 
registrations for young female 
soccer players in the city. Freire 
also hopes they’ll see the number 
of female coaches and referees in¬ 
creasing, as well. “It’s about keep¬ 
ing that positive momentum.”

This past year looked like a water¬ 
shed one for aggressive advocacy 
for smarter cities.

of driving and pedestrian versus 
motorist shopping habits, urban¬ 
ists stormed Twitter to weigh in 
on how councils handled our 
growing cities. 

Toronto’s debate on an ele¬ 
vated highway featured serious 
discussion (and misinfonnation!) 
about traffic patterns and emis¬ 
sions while turning the city’s 
chief planner into a cult hero. 

Vancouver’s referendum on a 
dedicated sales tax to build des¬ 
perately needed transit stuffed 
social media with substantial 
policy talk. 

Many of these debates were 
lost, despite facts and figures 
trotted out by urbanists. But with 



Liberals promising to get that 
cash flowing, these discussions 
are coming again. 

The status quo won in 2015. 
But a recognition that the way we 
are living is unsustainable was a 
thread that ran throughout the 
year. Toronto kept its elevated 
highway, but all parties agreed 
that traffic-clogged cities were a 
problem. Vancouver abandoned 
its transit tax, but the opposition 
made gains by making it an issue 
of fiscal accountability. 

A Liberal government that 
has vowed to open the spigot for 
infrastructure spending will draw 
plenty of open hands during its 
first full year in power. Some 
cities will miss out on that cash 
because their politicians spent 
preceding years squabbling over 
reasons not to build transit. 

These issues will only grow 
more pressing as developed econ¬ 
omies move away from fossil 
fuels and toward multi-modal 
lifestyles. Advocates who cut 
their teeth on 2015’s illuminat¬ 
ing, frequently futile arguments 
for building smarter cities will 
be even more ready for the next 
round.

When Justin met Barack it was 
seen as the start of a beautiful 
bromance. 

While former prime min¬ 
ister Stephen Harper and U.S. 
President Barack Obama always 
kept things professional, one got 
the sense their relationship was 
more a marriage of convenience 
than a meeting of the souls. 

When Obama and newly 
elected Prime Minister Justin 
Trudeau held their first news 
conference in late November 
one felt like yelling out: “Get 
a room, already!” 

The frosty relations between 


America and Canada were clear¬ 
ly heating up with Obama, 54, 
warmly joking that Trudeau 
would have to start dyeing his 
famous brunette mane soon 
before it started to grey like his 
own had over the course of his 
presidency. 

In the weeks following the 
Liberal leader’s victory over the 
Conservative incumbent, much 
real and virtual ink had been 
spilled about Trudeau’s luxuri¬ 
ous locks, his fit physique and 
beautiful brood. Like Obama 
early on in his presidency, there 
was an explosion of stories re¬ 
garding his DILF-in-chief status. 
And like Obama, it will be Tru¬ 
deau’s job to get the media and 
the public to start gushing over 
his sharp mind instead of his 
chiselled arms. 

He’s done it before. 

Over his lifetime, Trudeau’s 
many naysayers have often por¬ 
trayed him as a himbo born 
with a silver spoon in his mouth. 
Even glowing Vogue and The 
New York Times Magazine pro¬ 


files printed shortly after his 
election victoiy both acknow¬ 
ledged his image for many years 
was that of the “feckless” son 
of former prime minister Pierre 
Trudeau. 

But, the 44-year-old has prov¬ 
en to be a fighter many times 
over the years. 

During the long 2015 elec¬ 
tion campaign, Harper tried to 
dismiss Trudeau as a silly scion 
who was “just not ready.” But, 
just as he had done in his box¬ 
ing match with Patrick Brazeau 
years before, the son of Pierre 
Trudeau went in as the under¬ 
dog and emerged as the winner. 

In early 2016, Obama was set 
to take his relationship with 
Trudeau to the next level by 
wining and dining him at a state 
dinner. For Canada’s “sunny 
ways” leader, however, a pos¬ 
sible dark cloud lurked on the 
horizon — the U.S. election. A 
year into his leadership, Trudeau 
will have to try to form a new 
bond with the new president 
of the United States. 




As 2015 wound down 
it seemed the eventual 
winner was likely to be 
either life-long polit¬ 
ician Hillaiy Clinton 
or the controversy- 
courting Donald 
Trump. 

It’s clear Trudeau 
will have to prove he 
can withstand the pol¬ 
itical punches round after 
round after round. Will he ul¬ 
timately have his hand held 
up in the air in victoiy, or will 
he be holding his head in his 
hands in defeat at the end of 


his first term? Will he run for 
re-election and win again like 
his late father did?

MARIJUANA 

Liberals to 
create task 
force for 
legalization 

The federal Liberals promised to 
legalize recreational marijuana 
during the 2015 election. 

In December, after they took 
power, they promised in the in¬ 
augural throne speech to “legal¬ 
ize, regulate and restrict access 
to marijuana” to keep it out of 
the hands of children while also 
denying criminals the financial 
profits. 

The new government plans 
to remove possession of small 
amounts of marijuana from the 
Criminal Code and create new 
laws to more severely punish 
those who provide it to minors or 
drive while under its influence. 

There are dozens of clinics 
or dispensaries springing up in 
cities across Canada that sell 
medicinal marijuana — mainly 
in Ontario, Alberta and British 
Columbia — and there are refer¬ 
ral-only clinics staffed with doc¬ 
tors who assess patients but don’t 
sell pot. They give patients a pre¬ 
scription to take to a licensed 


marijuana producer. 

Prime Minister Justin Trudeau 
promised to create a task force 
with representatives from the 
three levels of government and, 
with input from experts in pub¬ 
lic health, substance abuse and 
policing, to help design a new 
system of marijuana sales and 
distribution. 

Trudeau stressed the import¬ 
ance of listening to municipal 
partners, provinces and the med¬ 
ical marijuana industry, as well as 
drawing on best practices from 


around the world. 

“We are going to get this right 
in a way that suits Canadians 
broadly, and specifically in their 
communities.” 

Trudeau also said any tax 
revenues from legal marijuana 
should go toward addiction treat¬ 
ment, mental health support 
and education programs — not 
general revenues. 

“It was never about a money¬ 
maker,” he said. 

Ontario Premier Kathleen 
Wynne recently said that prov- 


incially owned Liquor Control 
Board of Ontario stores were 
“very well-suited” to sell ma¬ 
rijuana. 

Wynne isn’t the only one look¬ 
ing for a socially responsible way 
to retail marijuana. The Brit¬ 
ish Columbia Government and 
Service Employees’ Union and 
the B.C. Private Liquor Store As¬ 
sociation joined forces to call 
for legal marijuana to be sold 
through their existing retail sys¬ 
tem, which includes about 200 
private and 200 government- 


run stores. 

BCGEU president Stephanie 
Smith said the union did not 
take a position on whether it 
supports the plan to legalize 
marijuana, “but we do believe 
that when this happens, it ought 
to be sold in the most socially 
responsible way possible, in an 
age-controlled environment with 
the strongest track record of 
checking identification.” 

Expectations are changing fast 
in Ontario, which only last week 
updated its liquor laws to allow

The Canadian Senate is a funny 
thing. In a world where a gov¬ 
ernment’s power is considered 
legitimate through democratic 
elections, our appointed Senate 
seems anachronistic at best. 

The Senate’s unelected nature 
has turned it into a cesspool of 
partisan crony appointments by 
both Liberal and Conservative 
prime ministers. 

This has not endeared it to 
Canadians in recent decades, nor 
have years of scandals among 
sitting senators. 

Currently, the reputed king 
of scandalous senatorial behav¬ 
iour is Mike Duffy, accused of 
filing tens of thousands of dol¬ 
lars of bogus expense claims, 
inappropriately awarding con¬ 
sulting contracts and accepting a 
bribe from then-Prime Minister

Stephen Harper’s chief of staff 
Nigel Wright to pay the Senate 
back when he was caught. 

It doesn’t have to be this way, 
and maybe by the time this time 
capsule is opened, it won’t be. 

For decades Canadians have 
talked about reforming or even 
abolishing the Senate. 

An elected Senate with term 
limits was one of Harper’s ma¬ 
jor pledges throughout his pol¬ 
itical career and, in the recent 
federal campaign, New Demo¬ 
cratic Party leader Tom Mulcair 
vowed abolition should his party 
be elected. 

However, in 2014 the Su¬ 
preme Court ruled that such 
major changes would not be 
easy. 

A constitutional amendment 
would be necessaiy, and that 


would require approval of seven 
out of 10 provinces for Harper’s 
reforms and all 10 provinces in 
the case of abolition. 

Lest we forget, the last 
time Canadians were asked to 
amend the Constitution was 
in the Meech Lake Accord of 
1987, which was resoundingly 
defeated in a referendum — 
despite its endorsement by all 
the federal party leaders. This 
was no doubt on Harper’s mind 
when he abandoned Senate re¬ 
form, especially considering his 
atrocious record working with 
provincial governments. 

Current Prime Minister Justin 
Trudeau has moved toward re¬ 
form in a less radical way, one 
that does not require Constitu¬ 
tional revision: by maintaining 
the appointed nature of Sen-

ators but (in theoiy) removing 
the partisan cronyism which 
has come to characterize the 
upper house. 

As Opposition leader Trudeau 
expelled Liberal senators from 
his party’s caucus, officially mak¬ 
ing them independent members. 

Since his election as prime 
minister two Conservative 


Senators — Jacques Demers 
and John Wallace — quit 
their caucus in support of Tru¬ 
deau’s push for Senate non- 
partisanship. Trudeau has 
announced that the Senate 
will solicit applications from the 
public to fill the Red Chamber 
with “exceptional” Canadians 
from various walks of life. 


Instead of coming from the 
prime minister’s office, recom¬ 
mendations for new Senators 
now will come from an arms- 
length, independent, five-mem¬ 
ber advisoiy board. 

By the time this time capsule 
is opened, the Canadian Sen¬ 
ate may look veiy different. Or 
maybe it will look just the same.

BAN GOT 
THE WORLD 
TO AGREE 

GOVERNMENTS WORLDWIDE 
AGREED TO REIN IN EMISSIONS 


When international negotiators 
reached a first-of-its kind cli¬ 
mate change agreement in Paris 
this month, the United Nations’ 
normally low-key leader, Ban 
Ki-moon, celebrated onstage, 
arms raised in victory and more 
exuberant than many had ever 
seen him before. 

Nearly nine years had passed 
since, in his first days as sec¬ 
retary-general, Ban surprised 
world leaders by making global 
warming a top item on his agen¬ 
da. Now, on the eve of his final 
year in office, the cheers in Paris 
marked the culmination of his 
nonstop campaign, pressed with 
world leaders at summit after 
summit and in locales including 
melting glaciers and islands at 
risk of disappearing. 

It was an emotional moment, 
and looking back at the road to 
Paris in an interview, Ban paid 
tribute to many people. He also 
spoke proudly of his own role. 

“I have spent real passion ... 
and most of my time and energy 
on this issue.” 

Ban traced his interest in cli¬ 
mate change to his yearlong 
campaign to lead the United Na¬ 
tions, which took him to many 
countries and broadened his 
vision of global issues. 

At the time, climate change 
was not a popular topic. The 
1997 Kyoto treaty, which re¬ 
quired only rich countries to 
limit emissions blamed for global 
warming, was set to expire in 
2012. Negotiations on a new 
agreement had almost collapsed, 
Ban said. 

His first high-level meeting as 
UN chief was with then-President 
George W. Bush. The original 
agenda for their meeting didn’t 
include climate change, Ban said, 
and Bush “seemed to be a little 
bit surprised” when he raised it. 

That connection paid off 
at a UN conference in Bali in 
December 2007. 


The United States, the lone 
major industrial nation to re¬ 
ject Kyoto, was opposing India’s 
proposal to strengthen require¬ 
ments for richer nations to help 
poorer countries with technol¬ 
ogy to limit emissions. In one 
of the most memorable mo¬ 
ments in climate change diplo¬ 
macy, tiny Papua New Guinea 
implored America to lead or 
get out of the way. An isolated 
United States capitulated. But 
then came the disappointment 
of the 2009 Copenhagen climate 
change negotiations. 

In Copenhagen, a newly 
elected President Barack Obama 
showed “great commitment,” 
even working on proposed global 
text from his laptop, Ban said. 
But there were too many differ¬ 
ences and negotiations ended 
with no agreement. 

“From the failure of Copen¬ 
hagen, we learned a great lesson,” 
Ban said. 

One was to have eveiy country 
provide its own national action 
plan to combat climate change. 
Another was to get countries to 
agree to have a universal climate 
change agreement by 2015. 

The Paris opening was the 
largest-ever gathering of country 
leaders, with 150 assembled, the 
secretaiy-general said. 

Ban recalled the moment the 
Nicaraguan delegation said “we 
will not block” a deal. The French 
foreign minister immediately 
gaveled approval of the agree¬ 
ment, which was later adopted 
unanimously. 

Ban’s perseverance and leader¬ 
ship were essential, said former 
Norwegian Prime Minister Gro 
Harlem Brundtland, who headed 
a UN-appointed commission that 
published a groundbreaking re¬ 
port in 1987 outlining the dan¬ 
gers of climate change. 

Without Ban, “we cannot take 
for granted that we would be 
here.” the associated press

From silly 
punchline 
to contender

In the dog days of Summer 
2015 Donald Trump’s wrin¬ 
kled, jowly, aged-spotted head, 
adorned with his infamous, 
greying comb over, landed on 
the cover of Time magazine. 
In bold white font were three 
words: “Deal with it.” 

Soon after his face and ri¬ 
diculous hairdo landed on the 
cover of Rolling Stone. Even 
The New York Times Magazine 
put him on their front, albeit 
opting for a cartoon likeness 
of his visage on a balloon float¬ 
ing upwards. 

While print media’s influ¬ 


ence was dwindling in the 
face of stiff competition from 
online news sites, landing the 
cover of a glossy maga¬ 
zine still could (and 
clearly did) inflate 
a person’s ego and 
influence in 2015. 

Trump didn’t ap¬ 
pear to mind that 
the articles inside 
those magazines’ 
pages were not 
flattering as the 
cover stories only 
seemed to prove an 
old adage the once-reality 
television star understood all 
too well: All publicity is good 
publicity. 

Earlier in the summer, The 
Huflington Post editors called 
out Trump’s circus act deem¬ 
ing it a “sideshow” that was 
only worthy of the fluffy en¬ 
tertainment pages, not the 
serious politics section of the 
liberal-leaning website. 

Despite reams of negative 
press, The Donald still went 


from being a silly punchline 
when he first threw his hat 
in the ring in June to a 
serious contender 
for the job of 
president of 
the United 
States 
as 2015 
wound 
down. 

By late 
December, 
the billion¬ 
aire blowhard 
turned politico 
had pulled off what 
would have sounded like a 
bad joke just a year earlier. 
Even less funny was how the 
businessman pulled off such 
a feat. He managed to land 
high-profile covers and the top 
spot in polls for GOP leader 
by tapping into an undercur¬ 
rent of racism still flowing 
in America. 

While some had written 
Trump off as a clown he was 
emerging as the ringmaster 
of the often ugly sideshow 
he had created. He easily 
wrangled attention away 
from more moderate can¬ 
didates and continued to 
up the disturbing rhet¬ 
oric throughout his cam¬ 
paign. 

But, then, he took 
his racist pandering to a 
new low. In the wake of a 


mass shooting in California he 
quickly seized on a moment 
when emotions and anti-Mus¬ 
lim sentiment was running 
high. He called for a halt to 
all Muslims entering the U.S. 
until “representatives can fig¬ 
ure out what is going on.” 

Eveiyone from top Republic¬ 
ans to the leading Democratic 
candidate Hillary Clinton to 
Time editors did not like what 
was going on with Trump’s 
increasingly negative cam¬ 
paign. Within days, a video of 
Trump almost getting pecked 
by a bald eagle named Uncle 
Sam during the August cover 
photo shoot was reposted on 
Time’s website. 

And, Clinton went on a late- 
night television talk show, 
which like print magazine 
covers still had some cultur¬ 
al sway, saying: “I no longer 
think he is funny.” 

With more than six months 
before the Democrats and Re¬ 
publicans officially pick their 
candidates, pundits from both 
sides of the aisle also no longer 
thought he was funny. Amer¬ 
icans, and the world, have 
been dealing with Trump’s 
official presidential bid for al¬ 
most half of 2015. By the end 
of the year many were hoping 
to use his famous catchphrase 
from his reality show, The Ap¬ 
prentice, point the finger at 
him and say: “You’re fired!”

ON THE GROUND ALMOST UGLY

While there are many objects 
that could have spoken to 
the perilous journey as many 
as a million people made to 
seek a better life in Europe 
in 2015 — or a life, period 
— it is multinational inden¬ 
tured agreements that best 
illustrate the obstacles they 
faced to entering the West. 

For this reason we’ve en¬ 
closed all 29 pages of the Dub¬ 
lin Regulation (also known as 
the Dublin Regulation III, 
Regulation No. 604/2013; pre¬ 
viously the Dublin II Regula¬ 
tion and Dublin Convention) 
in the time capsule. 

Dublin decreed that EU 
countries that served as entry 
points for would-be refugees 
were responsible for assess¬ 
ing their asylum claims. The 
country where the asylum 
seeker first applied was re¬ 
sponsible for either accepting 
or rejecting the claim, and 
the seeker was not allowed 
to start the process over in 
another jurisdiction. 

Asylum seeking is nothing 
new, but something felt un¬ 
precedented in what we saw 
in 2015. People from all over 
risked their lives on journeys 
in rubber boats across the 
Mediterranean, predominant¬ 
ly arriving on Greek shores 
and then travelling by land 
in record numbers through 
the Balkans. 


In December, the United 
Nations High Commission for 
Refugees (UNHCR) announced 
2015 was set to break the 
all-time record for displaced 
people. 

The response in Europe was 
disappointing. Some coun¬ 
tries built fences (Hungary, 
Slovenia), others restricted 
passage to people from just a 
handful of countries (Serbia, 
Croatia), and even rich, gen¬ 
erous Germany, threatened 
legal action against countries 
ignoring their quotas. 

Dublin wasn’t all bad. The 
first few pages concerning 
the Geneva Convention, 
human rights protections 
and talk of solidarity were 
promising, but the obstruct¬ 
ive role it played in getting 
people from point A to point 
B and unfair onus it put on 
entry-point countries ren¬ 
dered much this high-minded 
talk moot. 

Dublin III can remind us of 
the tragic absurdity of play¬ 
ing by rules that were writ¬ 
ten for yesterday’s world. The 
dissonance between this care¬ 
fully crafted agreement and 
the situation on the ground 
is almost ugly. 

The EU looked at a million 
asylum claims in 2015 and 
expected to see triple that 
over the next year. What’s 
most needed are things that 
are simple to understand: 
Brains, heart, guts. I trust 
that any people who manage 
to find this capsule in 2045 
figured that out.

In 2015, Paris Hilton was 
still contributing little to the 
world, unless you count host¬ 
ing DJ gigs in Ibiza and Vegas 
as giving back, that is. 

The blonde heiress to the 
Hilton Hotel fortune was per¬ 
haps best known for parlaying 
her sex tape into fleeting real¬ 
ity-show fame in the early ’00s. 

Histoiy is littered with heirs 
and heiresses, like the 34-year- 
old Hilton, who are silly dilet¬ 
tantes that do nothing to make 
the world a better place. Her 
contemporaries, Mark Zuclc- 
berberg, 31, and his wife Dr.

a house, the founder of Face- 
book and his pediatrician wife 


made a pledge few from their 
generation could match. In 
an open letter they let little 
Max and the world know they 
were going to give away 99 per 
cent of their Faceboolc shares 
(about $45 billion U.S.) dur¬ 
ing their lifetimes. 

According to a Forbes arti¬ 
cle, it’s often said of wealthy 
American business families: 
“The first generation makes 
it, the second generation 
spends it, and the third gen¬ 
eration blows it.” 

If Chan and Zuckerberg 
really do give away most of 
the money they’ve made, 


as promised, there will still 
be a fair amount of dough for 
Max (and any future heirs) to 
spend/blow. Still, such a young 
and powerful couple pledg¬ 
ing their fortune not to their 
heirs, but to society, so early 
in their lives is a significant 
sea change. 

Back in 2010 billionaire 
businessmen Warren Buffett 
and Bill Gates officially started 
the Giving Pledge in a bid to 
get wealthy people and their 
families to give away at least 
50 per cent of their wealth to 
philanthropic or charitable 
causes during their lifetimes, 


or in their wills. 

At that time many raised 
their eyebrows and were open¬ 
ly skeptical that one-per-cen- 
ters would willingly give away 
their money to help the 99 
per cent. The naysayers were 
wrong. 

More than 100 of the 
world’s wealthiest people and 
families have officially made 
the Giving Pledge. 

Zuckerberg will hopefully 
influence more rich Millen¬ 
nial parents to pause before 
blindly passing down wealth 
to those that don’t necessar¬ 
ily need or deserve it.

Why Canada's Daily 
Newspapers are Failing Us 

Newspapers are built on a 
business model that's no 
longer sustainable. It's not 
that some people don't 
prefer newspapers. People 
who work for them think 
they're irreplaceable. It's 
that they can't afford to 
print and distribute them. 
Newspapers have failed in 
Canada and the U.S., and I 


expect that to continue and 
accelerate. I think there will 
always be a New York Times 
print newspaper. But for a 
Canadian newspaper in any 
big city. I'd say expecting it 
to survive 25 years would be 
optimistic. 

There are two problems: 
Declining readership and 
declining advertising. When 
the Internet came along, 
newspapers really under¬ 
estimated it. If they all got 
together, they could have 
become the biggest classi¬ 
fied advertiser on the Inter¬ 
net. But they let it go, and 
the classifieds that used to 
be 20 or 30 pages are now 


one or two. It's all online. 

I think newspaper reader- 
ship is strongest among 
people who are soon going 
to be dead. In the next 20 or 
25 years, readership is going 
into the ground. Literally. 

Where young people go 
for their information has 
been revolutionized by the 
Internet. They're not going 
to suddenly develop a news¬ 
paper habit. I don't think 
the newspapers that have 
migrated to the web are in 
tune enough with younger 
readers. So the future of 
news is really in special¬ 
ized websites like iPolitics. 
Among younger people it's 


"Why should I trust some 
old white guy to filter my 
news for me?" 

Something very import¬ 
ant will be lost. You have 
to tell the web what you're 
looking for. But when you're 
reading the paper, you can 
turn the page and see some¬ 
thing you never thought of 
being interested in. 

We've already seen steps 
towards newspapers only 
existing online or printing 
once a week — those are no 
longer daily newspapers. 

If newspapers continue, 
they will be free ones like 
Metro. People always gravi¬ 
tate to something that's free.

Print news is more respon¬ 
sible, easily accessible and 
tactile. Opening a news¬ 
paper is like smelling fresh 
air. You turn the page and all 
your senses come alive. It's 
a new fount of knowledge 
with every page turned. 

Print is part of us. If all 
somebody did was read 
one newspaper front to 
back every day, they'd be 


the smartest person in the 
room. 

A newspaper has no 
"Sorry, this browser's out of 
date," and no message say¬ 
ing "Sorry, this plug-in's not 
working." I know when I turn 
a page, I get a guaranteed, 
instant surprise. 

The majority of the infor¬ 
mation people want to read 
is produced in newsrooms. 
The good content you read 
on the Internet is stolen and 
ripped off and repurposed 
by other entities. I tell young 
journalists, don't worry 
about the platform. Chase 
the content. Produce good 
information, and the rest will 


take care of itself. 

Print news has a foresee¬ 
able shelf life. Is it declin¬ 
ing? Perhaps parts of it are. 
What's really going on is an 
advertising change. If the 
advertising model was as 
robust as it was 20 years 
ago, we wouldn't be having 
this discussion. 

I hope people want to 
pay for news. We provide 
an incredible and import¬ 
ant service in addition to 
entertainment and comfort 
and knowledge. 

The problem is that 
we've raised a generation 
of people who have been 
told they don't have to pay 


for their media in any form. 
Our sin, as newspapers, was 
coming late to that party. 

The web came along and we 
threw all our content on it. 

It was like giving everybody 
free beer. And after three 
free beers we said, "Hey, 
now you've got to pay for 
your beer." I don't think so. 

Many people (in the news 
business) are struggling. 
There's no doubt we're go¬ 
ing through some structural 
change. But people will get 
to a point where they do 
see value in what the news 
industry produces. And at 
least some people will pay 
for that.

Goodbye to the offhand com¬ 
ment, the minor infraction and 
the ill-conceived joke. We're 
witnessing the end of the small 
and inconsequential act. 

Consider the fake indigen¬ 
ous headdress beloved by 
white Halloweeners. In it goes 
to Metro's time capsule, be¬ 
cause you can't get away with 
it — or anything — anymore. 

In our hyper-monitored, 
hyper-public, hyper-politically 
correct and hyper-critical 
world, anything you say or do 
could potentially go viral. Low- 
level racism is highlighted, and 
condemned in a way previ¬ 
ously reserved for more overt 
discrimination. If you dare 
express a less than perfectly 
progressive (in the eyes of 
God knows who) opinion, your 
words could screw you. 

Halloween is the perfect 
example, and nowhere better 
made this year than at Yale. 
Students railed against a 
teacher who tried to advo¬ 
cate for nuance in costume 
condemnation, instead of top- 
down rules for what to wear. 
The lecturer only had to write 
one email, and watch the New 
Yorker, the Atlantic, and the 
New York Times dissect her 
words, and then, later, report 
on her resignation. 

The controversy became, 
as many now do, wrapped up 
in the idea of safe spaces, a 
new tool being used to silence 
some voices in the service of 
the new acceptable norms. 

Small transgressions are in- 
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creasingly public. Post a photo 
on Facebook, or have a friend 
post a photo on Facebook, and 
who knows where it might end 
up. That image of you posing 
disrespectfully at a national 
memorial gets uploaded and 
the next thing you know, your 
moment of silliness is being re¬ 
counted as a prime example of 
how online rage can ruin your 
life in a book called So You've 
Been Publicly Shamed. 

Drunken antics during a 
live TV broadcast (a la FHRITP 
guys), could echo through 
social media and cost your job, 
reputation or self-respect. 

On one hand, it's a very 
good thing to stop reducing 
whole cultures to imitations of 
Pocahontas. The small ripples 
of insensitivity rest on the 
surface of a much deeper sea 
of exploitation, inequality and 
racism we have yet to solve. 

But mistakes of the insensi¬ 
tive or racist variety are 
inevitably made by otherwise 
decent people — and the con¬ 
stant policing of opinions does 
not mean unsavoury ones 
disappear. They only go into 
hiding, until they find a more 
acceptable avenue of expres¬ 
sion. Like, say, a presidential 
candidate. Or a migration 
crisis that can easily be twisted 
to buoy xenophobia. 

Either way, I don't think we 
can win a fight against the 
rise of perpetually threatening 
consequences to everything 
you say or do. We must now 
live carefully, and let live.

the prison drama Orange Is the New 
Black, won a Daytime Emmy for her 
documentary Laveme Cox Presents:

These awards and nominations 
helped promote trans stories, but 
tellingly, only one of the three actors 
— Cox — was actually transgender. 

Despite the positive trans coverage, 
the real world wasn’t always easy for 
trans individuals. 

In February 2015, Theron Meyer, a 
20-year-old Simon Fraser University 
student who identified as trans fem¬ 
inine, told Metro of the humiliations 
she faced having to choose between 
the men’s and women’s washroom. 

“They look at me, they exit the 
washroom and then look at me again 
to make sure what my gender is,” said 
Meyer. “That’s veiy ostracizing. I think 
a lot of people don’t experience that, 
and don’t understand the degree to 
which that is harmful to my livelihood 
and to other trans people’s livelihood.”

As we get closer to a future 
that features every TV show, 
movie or special that we’re 
interested in watching be¬ 
ing instantly accessible on 
cheap streaming services like 
Netflix, iTunes, Amazon and 
Shomi, it’s baffling to think 


about the way we’ve been 
forced to consume television 
for all of these years, and 
the costs we’ve been charged 
for it. 

Until 2015, we’ve been 
watching TV by renting digit¬ 
al cable boxes and ordering 
expensive channel packages 
through one of a few giant 
Canadian cable providers. 
These providers have had 
complete control over the 
package costs and what chan¬ 
nels are included in each of 
them. 

Although the providers 
have been wise to the specif¬ 
ic channels that we love to 
watch the most, they haven’t 
let us pay for just those alone. 
Instead, they’ve taken our 


beloved channels, combined 
them with a bunch of less de¬ 
sirable ones, and have been 
making us pay a bundled rate 
for everything together. 

If we don’t buy the bundle, 
we can’t have the channels. 

The worst part is that sev¬ 
eral of our favourite chan¬ 
nels have been featured in 
separate bundles and, if we 
want access, we have to buy 
them all. 

Many of us have been pay¬ 
ing for more than 500 chan¬ 
nels in our homes, when we 
really watch only a dozen of 
them regularly. 

But thanks to our feder¬ 
al broadcast regulator, the 
CRTC, the end of this ridicu¬ 
lousness was announced this 
year. 


A cable bill 


INTO THE CAPSULE 


This year, the CRTC decided that Can¬ 
adian consumers will no longer have to 
pay for expensive traditional cable pack¬ 
ages and will now have the right to "pick 
and pay" for only the individual channels 
that they want to purchase, beginning 
in 2016. 



After fielding endless 
complaints from dis¬ 
gruntled couch po¬ 
tatoes who were 
sick of paying for 
unwanted con¬ 
tent, as well as 
becoming aware 
of the popular¬ 
ity of cheaper TV 
options like online 
streaming, the CRTC 
laid the smackdown 
on our cable providers’ 



In the past people would pay for 500 channels but watch only 
a few.

monopoly this past spring. 

The CRTC told our provid¬ 
ers that starting in 2016, con¬ 
sumers will be given the right 
to “pick and pay” for only 
the channels that we actually 
want to watch. 

Once we’ve purchased a 
cheap, price-regulated basic 
cable package from the pro¬ 
viders, we will be able to pay 
for channels individually, like 
a digital a la carte menu. The 


old channel bundles will still 
be an option, but only if we 
feel like shelling out for 
them. It’s a truly glorious 
time, from the consumer’s 
perspective. 

We chose to include this 
cable bill inside our time cap¬ 
sule because it represents 
how 2015 finally changed 
the archaic Canadian cable 
industry as well as the cost 
of TV watching forever. 



Coaxial Cable 

A growing number of Can¬ 
adians were ditching their 
traditional television sub¬ 
scriptions, according to a 
CBC research study. The 
May 2015 report said more 
than half of Canadians cur¬ 
rently without cable tele¬ 
vision have "cut the cord." 

Why important 

"With the prevalence of TV 
content on the Internet and 
Netflix, Canadians are see¬ 
ing less need to have a TV 
subscription," the report 
said. Sixteen per cent of 
Canadians don't pay for a 
traditional TV service, up 
from 12 per cent three years 
ago, the report said. "We 
consider it a big jump," said 
Mark Allen, senior director of 
corporate research at CBC/ 
Radio-Canada in Ottawa.

Dec 26, 2015, 8 p.m.: The Lees, 
a typical Canadian family, are 
relaxing in their living room. 

Here’s mom, Jennifer, aged 
46, comfy in yoga pants and 
a loose cardigan, reading a 
magazine made with slick 
sheets of glossy paper. There’s 
dad, Christopher, 45 years old, 
beard shot with grey, belly 
gently straining the buttons 
of his soft plaid shirt. 

He grips a plastic cylinder 
covered with buttons; every 
so often his thumb jabs one, 
changing the images on the 
flatscreen across the room. 

Emily, their 13-year-old 
daughter sits on an ottoman, 
leggings tucked beneath her, 
manicured fingers tapping her 
smartphone. Occasionally she 
directs the phone’s camera 
towards her face, pushes her 
lips out like a duck’s beak and 
angles her chin for a leaner 
profile. 

Her efforts to capture the 
perfect selfie are continually 
threatened by her younger 
brother, Ethan, 10, who will 
sacrifice points on his iPad 
game if it means annoying 
his sister with a choice photo¬ 
bomb. 

It’s a holiday, and this is 
family time. Swaths of empty 
space stretch between each Lee 
in this 300-square-foot room 
designed for the sole purpose 
of media consumption, but 
they are comfortable. 

At this moment, they have 
no idea theirs will be the last 
generation to inhabit such 
vast living spaces, and little 
sense of the consequences.

In the corner, a plastic

a pile of freshly opened pre¬ 
sents awaits its fate. Jen sets 
the magazine down, picks up 
her phone, and begins tapping 
out four related lists; Keep, 
Sell, Return and Donate. 

Over the ensuing days, 
weeks and years, the Lees 
will spend countless hours 
buying, returning, cleaning, 
organizing and re-organizing 
their things; despite the enor¬ 
mity of their home, they will 
each, at some point, complain

They understand the financial 
costs, of course. 

Rising real estate prices are 
a hot topic in 2015, and Jen 
and Chris worry their chil¬ 
dren will never afford homes 
of their own.

around them, or about to hap¬ 
pen. The portrait of their era is 
taking shape, but the paint’s 
still wet and it’s hard to see 
the whole picture. 


They are both right and 
wrong about the kids. Emily 
and Ethan won’t buy houses 
like the one they grew up in, 
but they will have homes, al¬ 
beit much smaller ones.

The big, ugly monkey that had 
made its home on the back of 
the Toronto Blue Jays for the last 
22 years has vanished. 

And the team’s punishing bats 
can be thanked for that. 

Well aware that it had the 
dubious distinction of the team 
with the longest absence from 
the playoffs, the franchise desper¬ 
ately searched for a way in for 
the first time since 1993. 

In reality, the Blue Jays’ magic¬ 
al 2015 season began the pre¬ 
vious November. First, general 
manager Alex Anthopoulos paid 
above market value to sign catch¬ 
er Russell Martin. He followed 
that up by dealing fan favourite 
Brett Lawrie and acquiring all-star 
third baseman Josh Donaldson 
from the Oakland Athletics - a 
swap that signalled he had his 


eyes squarely on the post-season. 

Anthopoulos was not done 
there, however. With the team 
not quite over the hump, the 
GM orchestrated a number of 
game-changing trades in July. In 
the days leading up to the trade 
deadline, the team acquired slug¬ 
ging shortstop Troy Tulowitzki, 
veteran reliever LaTroy Hawkins, 
speedy outfield Ben Revere, setup 
man Mark Lowe and, the piece 
de resistance, former Cy Young 
award-winner David Price. 

The Blue Jays cleared their 
farm system of their prized pitch¬ 
ing prospects but they also pieced 
together an all-star cast. 

Sensing the shift from play¬ 
ing for the future to playing for 
today, fans began to support the 
Jays in full force. Rogers Centre, 
which had seemingly been only 
half full since the team’s gloiy 
years, instantly boasted sold-out 
crowds. And paying customers 
were not disappointed. 

The Jays, who were hovering 
around the .500 mark at the 
time of the blockbusters, quickly 
climbed the standings with op¬ 
posing pitching staffs left lick¬ 
ing their wounds. The batting 
lineup anchored by Donaldson, 
Jose Bautista and Edwin Encar-

nacion finished the season with 
a major-league best 891 runs. 

Toronto’s pitching also held 
its own. Price went 9-1, while 
starter Marco Estrada (13-8, 
3.13 ERA) and 20-year-old 
closer Roberto Osuna 
(20 saves) emerged 
as key arms. 

The Jays won 
the AL East with a 
93-69 record and 
defeated the Texas 
Rangers in the ALDS 
-- but not before an 
epic comeback. They 
lost the first two games 


in the series, and then forced a 
deciding fifth game after a pair 
of their own wins. 

The emotionally-charged 
Game 5 saw the Jays trail 3-2 in 
the seventh inning when Bau¬ 
tista belted a three-run home 
run, followed by a bat flip of the 
tape-measure variety. They won 
the game 6-3. 

The Blue Jays ran out of magic 
in the ALCS when they were 
beaten in six games by the Kansas 
City Royals, the eventual World 
Series champs. 

It could be argued the Jays are 
in position to repeat their win¬ 


ning ways in 2016 with many key 
players expected to return. At the 
veiy least, they will have a large 
following - both new and old. 

With everyone invested in 


this team having experienced 
playoff baseball, failure is no 
longer an option and winning a 
championship is surely the next 
step in the master plan.

• Mark Shapiro was hired 
to replace the retiring 
Paul Beeston as the team's 
president and CEO.

CANADA PROVES WORTHY STAGE 


It’s hard to believe now, but be¬ 
fore the cauldron was fit there 
was anxiety surrounding the Pan 
Am Games. 

There were traffic and transit 
concerns. The price tag seemed 
extraneous for what many con¬ 
sidered a B-level event. Whis¬ 
pers of low ticket sales and hotel 
reservations hinted at financial 
doom and gloom. 

In the years leading, the Pan 
Am-Parapan Am Games were on 
the peripheiy of public aware¬ 
ness. The brand wasn’t widely 
loved or even well-known in Can¬ 


ada; top athletes from around the 
Americas mostly sat out. 

But even though they didn’t 
capture the imagination of a 
country or arguably even a city, 
it’s hard to dump on the Games. 

Getting tens of thousands of 
volunteers — and Kanye! — to 
show up, avoiding total chaos and 
keeping Toronto secure while 
hosting tens of thousands should 
be considered a success. 

Plus, Canada achieved its goal 
of finishing second in the medal 
standings, nabbing 217. Only the 
U.S. won more with 265. 


At the Parapans our 168 po¬ 
dium appearances were second 
only to Brazil’s 257. Many of us 
were introduced to rising stars 
like sprinter Andre De Grasse, 
gymnast Elbe Black and point 
guard Jamal Murray. 

In the afterglow, for a few 
weeks at least, Toronto thought 
that maybe, just maybe, it could 
host the Big One. 

But cooler heads prevailed and 
Toronto’s 2024 Olympic bid was 
taken off the table. And of course 
there are still reasons to gripe.

Despite going undefeated 
through the Round of 16, the 
added glare of the national 
spotlight seemed to do noth¬ 
ing but stunt the host team’s 
attack. 

John Herdman’s squad 
showed a lack of cohesion. Four 
goals in five matches signalled 
something was wrong ahead 
of the quarter-final against 
England. 

That lack of offence ensured 
Lauren Sesselmann’s defensive 
gaffe against England would 
stand as the defining moment 
for the Reds. Sinclair’s goal was 
not enough for Canada to avoid 


On the eve of the 2015 Women’s 
World Cup, the ladies of the 
24 best soccer-playing nations 
combated the corruption and 
ineptitude of the sport’s gov¬ 
erning body in the best way 
possible: they played the game. 

On May 27, just 10 days from 
the start of the World Cup, FIFA 
was thrown into unprecedented 
turmoil when 14 officials were 
indicted by the FBI on money 
laundering, wire fraud and 
racketeering charges. 

The newly re-elected Sepp 
Blatter said he would step 
down as FIFA head. Perhaps 
not surprisingly he abandoned 
the Women’s World Cup, es¬ 
chewing his duties as president 
and electing instead to bunker 
down in Switzerland. 

He was hardly missed. 

First-time host Canada 
opened with a 1-0 win over 
China in the opener at Com¬ 
monwealth Stadium on June 
6. Christine Sinclair converted 
from the penalty spot in the 
92nd minute kicking off the 
party across the country. 

Still the issue of the playing 
surfaces which had hung over 
the event for months remained 
at the fore during the cup. The 
artificial turfs reportedly boost¬ 
ed temperatures exponential¬ 
ly at field level, the synthetic 
surfaces sucking in heat and

and done, the finale that was 
hyped as too close to call was 
all but over less than a quarter 
of the way in. 

Lloyd had the Japanese 
scrambling and the thousands 
of Americans in attendance at 
BC Place in euphoria when she 
completed her treble at the 
16-minute mark. She capped 
the hat trick with an audacious 
mid-field strike the likes of 
which might never be seen 
again in a World Cup final. 

After Lloyd’s wonder goal, 
the Americans cruised to a 5-2 
win and celebrated their third 
World Cup championship and 
first since 1999. 

By a number of measure¬ 
ments the 2015 Women’s 
World Cup was being con¬ 
sidered the best ever just over 
a month after FIFA corruption 
threatened to overshadow the 
proceedings. 

Despite pledging to step 
down, Blatter continued to 
cling to his power, drawing 
out his own demise. 

But the 2015 Women’s World 
Cup made it clear that the sport 
itself had already moved on 
without him.
